My associations with the 
brethren and people of Milford, 
have been very pleasant. I have 
learned to love them, and it 
caused some pain and feelings of 
regret to know that we must 
take the parting hand. But I 
am glad to know that, while tor 
a time at least, we mutt be sepa- 
rated, the ties that bind oa need 
not be severed. They have been 
very kind and good to me, and 
hope I may always have a place 
in their memory and prayers, as 
they surely shall have in mine. 
Bro, Cober, my successor, ia here 
now and at work, and I am glad 
that I can hand over the work 
to him in a good, hopetnl, and 
prosperous condition. I have 
had the privilege of heari ng him 


Went Independence, Ohio. 
Owing to press of work, I have 
been silent for some time, but 
have been wishing and praying 
for the anecess of the cause in the 
meantime. One can not always 
be situated as he would like ; if 
that were possible, I should wish 
to devote my whole time to the 
preaching of the gospel ; since it 
is not possible, I must teach five 
days each week, and can only 
give the remaining two to the 
work. 

I hardly know what to Bay 
concerning our progress ; this I 
can say : we are in peace, and' 
doing what we can for the salva- 
tion of souls. Though there have 
been no accession since I began 
my work, I hope that some good, 
at least, may have been done. 
Perhaps it is best that one should 
not know how much good is- be- 
ing done ; the laborer might be- 
come proud of his influence, or 
he would be so discouraged, as 
to give up the work in despair. 
It does one good to know that 
God asks no more of him than 
he is able to do. I have tried to 
do my part, and the brethren are 
standing by me nobly, and now 
we leave the work with Him 
who giveth the increase. 

At this place, ae at all others, 
there are many who should be 
followers of the;"meek and lowly 
Lamb," but the difficulty lies in 
making them realize the tact. 
Large congregations attend all 
our services, and I can truthfully 
say that the Brethren churoh 
leads here. We are not many in 
numbers, but one with God is 
better than all without Him. We 
have here organizations of the 
TJ. B's., Evangelical, G. B. and 
Brethren, most of which are rep 
resented by God-fearing men and 
women. 

At present we are having ser- 
vices Bi-weekly, on Sabbath 
morning and evening, at which 
times the gospel is preached by 
your servant, who tries to do it 
ae well as he knows. 

Last Sunday night I preached 
my fortieth sermon. Not very 
many yet, bsfl pray God tor 
strength while I double that 
number, that His name may be 
honored and glorified by men. 

Our S. 8. gave a Christmas en- 
tertainment on the eve of that 
glorious day. I trust that all were 
benefited, and brought nearer to 
Him whose birth into the world 
we attempted to celebrate. 

Owing to impossibilities I have 
not visited New Stark tor some 
time, bnt expect to continue my 
work there again soon.

Another Appeal for 
the College. 

Some time since I visited Ash- 
land and made inquiry in refer- 
ence to the educational part of 
the College. I found there some 
fifty students. Last year this 
time there were some thirty, so 
you see the patronage is increas- 
ing. All seemed well satisfied 
and the out -look is very promis- 
ing for the future. It we can 
only get the financial part ml 
juBied so as to relieve the heavy 
burden from those few who are 
financially responsible and secure 
the permanency of the institution* 
our wish will be realized. While 
some have responded nobly in a 
substantial way, we are sorry 
to see ench an indifference by 
others who should be equally in- 
terested in not even paying up 
what they promised. It seems 
to me if they could just realize 
the situation they would pnt 
forth greater snort in this direc- 
tion. 

Nsarly all will admit that such 
an institution is a necessity for 
the church. Th> great cry is, 
more ministers. Come and help 
as. And where shall the help 
come from? Ashland College 
has already sent ont some noble 
men into the ministerial field 
who are full of the Holy Ghost 
aud zeal tor the cause of Christ 
who have and are still' doing a 
grand work, and we need many 
more to supply the demand. 

Yes we are all interested in the 
College, we wish it suocess. We 
are praying for it. We hope it 
will be paid lor. It will all come 
right by and by. This is all well 
enough so far, but our good 
wishes, our prayers and onr hopes 
will not pay tbe debt. 

This puts me in mind of an old 
lady who had a very poor piece 
ot land that would not produce 
anything. Some one suggested 
that she Bhould get tbe priest to 
pray for it. The priest was call- 
ed. He came and looked at it, 
and said "madam praying will 
do no good here, you had better 
put some manure on it." He 
was right. God will not do for 
us what we can do ourselves. 
What an easy thing it would be 
to wipe out this debt, make us 
all happy and give an impetus 
to the College to go on in its 
mission ot good to our posterity 
who would rise up and call us 
blessed. 

Now dear brethren, and sisters 
too, pardon us, we know it is very 
unpleasant to refer to this matter 
soefton, but what else can we 
do? We cannot afford to send 
out a .solicitor, it would cost 
money and be slew work. The 
cheapest and quickest way is for 
each congregation to act in this 
matter. 

The U. B. churoh is now en- 
gaged in raising a sixty thousand 
dollar foreign missionary debt in 
this way. We love our brother- 
hood. We love our gospel-alone 
principles. We love onr institu- 
tions. It makes us feel glad to 
hear of success in the church. 
We feel deeply interested in her 
welfare. We want to see it 
prosper, and hence we make this 
appeal. Come and help us in 
this time of need. We want a 
loan ot 15,000 dollars. We issue 


bonds one hundred dollars each, 
bearing interest at t% per an- 
num made to bearer and are ne- 
gotiable. Security, the College 
property and the endorsement of 
the Trustees, one hundred and 
fifty bonds. Who will take on* 
or more ? Borne one canvass in 
every congregation, and report 
the number to the Evaaoilibt 
not later than the first of Feb- 
ruary, as we want the money on 
the middle of February next.

buildings upon it that cost 860,- 
000, and help brethren who need 
help, in their effort to sustain 
our school, our Christianity aud 
our honor as brethren in Jesus 
Christ.
